the Spirit. People were coveting the 
showy, spectacular gifts of healing, 
tongues and manifestations, so that 
they pot their eyes off perfect love, — 
the great, real Salvation. 

Those who thought" that they had 
these gifts began to feel superior to 
those who had other gifts which they 
considered of less account and so a 
kind of aristocracy u:-ose, and class 
distinction in the church. The hum- 
bler gifts were spurned. Consequent- 
ly Paul wrote the thirteenth chapter 
of First Corinthians to show them 
that Perfect Love, and not gifts, is 
the chief thing in religion. 

If we interpret that chapter aright, 
he means to teach that the test of our 
religion is not whether we have gifts, 
but whether we have purity of heart. 
We insist that the test of Holiness 
is not the gift of tongues, but whether 
we can use our mother tongue with 
perfect love. 

We must judge our Sanctification 
not by the tongues we speak, but by 
the change it makes in our lives.

IN these days one Iiears a vast 
amount of talk in religious circles 
about "Progressive Thought," 
which generally means something 
rather indolinite mid cloudy.

LONDON CITADEL BAND is one 
of the oldest Canadian Salvation 
Army combinations.

PINEAPPLE AND RHUBARB 
PRESERVE 

Take 6 lb. rhubarb (cut up into 2- 
inch pieces) and 1 tin pineapple (cut 
in pieces like rhubarb). 

The pineapple should be placed in 
a deep dish with 1-2 lb. sugar 
sprinkled over, then rhubarb, and an- 
other 1-2 lb. sugar and the juice of 
hnlf a lemon. 

When it has thus stood for some 
hours, turn it into a preserving pan, 
u-ith G lb. more sugar, and boil quickly 
till rhubarb is tender; stir carefully 
while boiling, as the fruit should not 
be broken. Allow it to remain on fire 
till the scum has wholly disappeared, 
when it veil} be quite ready. This 
makes a splendid preserve. 
CHELSEA BUNS 

Take 1 lb. flour, 2 oz. butter, 3 oz. 
castor sugar, 2 oz. candied peel, 1 gill 
milk, 1 egg, and 2 teaspoonful.; bak- 
ing powder. 

Rub the butter in the flour, add 
baking powder and half the sugar; 
beat up the egg and mix three parts 
of it with the milk. Make a soft 
dough with the flour, etc., egg, and 
milk. Roll out the dough to a quarter 
of an inch thick, brush it over with 
the rest of the egg, then sprinkle with 
the remainder of sugar, and peel (cut 
in shreds). Roll dough up like a bol- 
ster, with a sharp knife cut it through 
in inch thick slices. Lay on a greased 
tin, and bake in a quick oven for 20 
minutes.
